Why Farming is ‘Essential 


Despite Its Poor Profits This In- 

- “dustry Affects National Life 

W. C. Good, B.A., of Paris, Ont. 
addressed the Empire club of ‘To- 
ronto as a practical farmer and also 
a student of the economic problems 
underlying agriculture in Canada. He 
pointed out that agriculture is not 
merely an occupation which some in- 
dividuals follow for profit, but it/ is 
a-great national interest, Astenninite 
in a dominant way ‘the fortunes of 
this nation and the opportunities and 
character~ of our poulpation; hence 
the improving of agriculture affects 
the status of Canada, its outlook and 
destiny. He made a comparison be- 
tween agriculture and inanufacturing 
as to profits, showing that if five 
per cent. were allowed on the capi- 
tal investment of the farmers there 
would be a deficit in the year’s oper- 
ations of. $110,000,000, the value of 
1,000 millions. The manufacturers 
had a surplus of $260,000,000 on their 
year’s business in addition to the five 
er cent, on capital invested. Thus 
is revealed’ one of the chief rcasons 
why boys leaye the farm,

Ant industry which contributes to 
man’s welfare, besides being the one 
which supplies leaders in all other 
lines of life; city life in a few years 
would become extinct without. the 
onstant’-stream from the country.

Horse Raising in Manitoba 


Total Value of Horses in Province 
Placed at Forty Million 
Dollars 


Both the soil and climatic condi- 
tions of Manitoba are admirably suit- 
ed for horse raising. An abundance 
of pasture and feed of every descrip- 
tion suitable for horses can be grown 
and the cost of production is much 
lower than in the older settled dis- 
tricts, The wintets, although soine- 
what cold, are dry, and are not so 
keenly felt as in more humid areas. 
Chousands of horses are wintered 
annually out of doors, and they come 
through the winter in surprisingly 
good condition. Rarely is the fall of 
snow so heavy as to prevent horses 
from finding sufficient feed for them- 
selves out of doors. 

The demand for draft horses has 
been seldom so keen as it is.at the 
present time. Geldings of fair size 
and quality were changing hands ie 
spring at prices from $225 to $300 
cach, and mares of a “similar type 
and “quality were bringing a slightly 
higher price. 

It is estimated that Manitoba ia 
250,000 Jiead of horses, of which, ap- 
proximately, 1,200 are stallions — cn- 
rolled in the department of agricul- 
ture. A conservative cstimate would 
place the total value of the horses 
of the province at $40,000,000.

Hungary Has Suffered 


Deaths are Not All Caused by a 
Participation in War 


Hungary has Saftered most sever- 
ely of all- the belligerent.-countries, 
in proportion to population, accord- 
ing to the Budapest newspaper Vesti 
Paplo. It draws this conclusion 
from the study of the vital statistics 
just_issued by the Hungarian © gov- 
German cities ceased to 
publish such statistics carly in the 
war, but the Hungarian reports have 
been continued on a pre-war basis, 
and the reports’ of births, deaths 
and marriages this year are charac- 
terized by "PestivPaplo as “most 
alarming.” The paper says: 

“The war has caused a destruction 
of man power at the front which can 
hardly be cstimated, even approxi- 
mately, but the devastation caused at 
heme seenis to have been even more 
terrible than that among the fighting 
forces. ‘he losses at hoine have cer- 
tainly been much more serious. 

“The matter of births and mar- 
riages has ° declined considerably in 
other countries as well. But in Hun- 
gary the excess of deaths axer births 
—in the civilian population alone-- 
has grown to such a frightful extent 
that in February of “the present year 
the deaths exceeded: the births by 
more than 13,000.” 

The writer, after pointing out that 
deaths among civilians during the 
third year of the war exceeded the 
births by 130,000, says that the Hun- 
garian losses at the front in the same 
period was over 100,000, according to 
the 600 casually lists published. ‘The 
number of men who are at the front 
or who have done military service is 
given at 3,000,000, or cone-seventh of 
the entire population. 
civilian death rate, the writer says: 

“Deaths due to bad and insufficient 
food certainly increased in a very 
marked way.”

English Homez Overcrowded 


Four Million Persons on the Island 
Living Under Unsanitary 
Conditions 


Mr. Douglas Lyre of Oxford 
House, Bethnal Green, says four mil- 
Jion of our fellow “creatures in this 
country were living in overcrowded 
conditions. In London three thou- 
sand people were living cight in a 
room, and twenty-six thousand, six 
to a room. Of London’s population 
20 per cent. at least lived under Ja- 
mentable “conditions. The country 
needed half a million new houses to 
replace those that were insanitary, 
three hundred “thousand to overtake 
the deficiency in building of the Inst 
scyen years and seven hundred thou- 
sand to provide for the increase in 
population. This was equivalent to 
the crectign of 11-2) million  tene- 
ments, or 71-2 million new rooms. 

Jn Bethnal Green forty thousand 
cut of the population of 130,000 were 
living under insanitary and over- 
crowded conditions. The borough 
possessed five condemned areas of 
which Brady strect—the most notori- 
ous area—had.ia population of 470 to 
the acre. These conditions were 
Inown twenty-seven years ago,’ but 
the attitude of the government ce- 
partnients was shown by their re- 
quiring Bethnal Green to find the 
inoncy itsclf—London Times,

Forestry Operations 
When War is Over 


Europe and America Must Adopt 
. Scientific Reforestation 
Principles 


Canada alone has sent ymore than 
10,000 men overseas in forestry. bat- 
talions.. Besides, many men. already 
overseas have been formed into for- 
estry companies. These facts alone 
show the importance of an. adequate 
supply. of timber for military opcra- 
tions. ’ 

These ‘foresters are working in 
both England and.. France. - While 
exploitation is the first consideration 
in the cutting operations: to supply 
the timber so urgently needed. in 
modern trench warfgre, the inter- 
ests’of the future’aré being consid- 
ered, so far as practicable. 

The. cutting in ‘ Great Britain is, 
however, .so close that the. satisfac- 
tory re-establishment of the = forest 
can be expected only as a resuli of 
extensive planting operations. It is 
even now being urged that definite 
plans ‘be formed at once for the sys- 
tematic. reforestation of the “large 
;areas of non-agricultural lands. in 
Great Britain - that will have been 
déspoiled of their forest’ for war 
purposes. Undobutedly, the present 
situation will greatly stimulate the 
adoption. of a broad-gauged policy of 
governmental forestry in Great Brit- 
ain after ‘the war. 

In France, heavy cutting of tim- 
ber for war-purposes has-also taken 
place, France, however, unlike Great 
Britain, has for many years pursued 
a systematic policy. of scientific for- 
¢st management, including reforesta- 
tion. Her forests have ‘suffered -sc- 
verely-as a‘ result of war operations, 
| both: by. -the-allies and* the enémy; 
but it will be accepted as a matter of 
course that this damage will he re- 
paired after the war, through syste- 
t-atic planting, as‘ rapidly-as\ circum: 
stances will permit. 

Tn Canada, the war has thrown a 
greatly. increased’ burden upon’ our 
forests, particularly those suited for 
the manufacture’ of pulp and paper, 
The pulpwood supplies of the East- 
ern States are becoming rapidly. de- 
pleted, and it becomes of the great- 
est importance to Canada that the 
Productivity of her forest areas be 
retained, so that, for all time to come, 
successive crops of timber may be 
harvested from the vast areas of non- 
agricultural lands, This means in-» 
creased efficiency‘in forest fire, pro- 
tection, toward which we have an ex- 
cellent: beginning, but ‘with. the goal 
still farin advance. It means also the 
adoption of stricter regulations. gov- 
cerning cutting. 

Only by the adoption ‘of these 
measures can: our forests’ be made 
to contribute their’ proper share to- 
vard the payment of the great war 
debt with whichsthe country will be 
confronted, while at’ the same time 
playing théir: full part in the indus; 
trial and social development of the 
Dominion.—C.L. ; 


Save the Wheat 


No Such Thing Now as White Bread 
in the Old Country 


‘Canada and the United States prob- 
ably will be“able to provide for the 
allics’ requirements of cereals other 
than’ wheat, during the next twelve 
months, 

The allied peoples themselves have 
been economizing with wheat an 
wheat flour. As  Lord- Northcliffe 
said-in Montreal, “There ‘is no such 
thing as white bread in the old coun> 
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try, from jhe ‘king’s table~ déwn- 
wards.’ Other cereals are being used 
but they. cannot be used alone ‘for 
bread. The allies must-add them to 
wheat. flour to make the war bread 
now. insuniversal use 
countrics, “Except in Italy, where 
the people normally consume ‘much 
corn, ‘there are few corn ‘mills in- 
Europe.. Cornmeal, not being a dur- 
able commodity, cannot.- be shipped 
across the ocean in great quantities. 

The allies must have a-wheat flour 
basis for their war loaf, Unless the 
people of Canada and the Unnted ! 
States are willing to substitute other 
cereals for part of the wheat flour 
vehich they. normally consume, they 
will be denying even war bread to 
many thousands of people. Substiz| 
tulion of at Icast one pound of other | 
cereals for one pound of wheat. flour 
weekly, per person, would save a 
very large quantity of \whest for 
export, It would still be far short 
of mecting the normal consumption! 
requirements of the allics but’ it 
would save the situation.

Procedure of Seeking and Trans- 
mitting Information Is 
Explained 


_In view of the fact that the Cana- 
dian- military. authorities | overscas 
are almost swamped‘ with. inquiries 
in regard to casualties among tha 
Canadian. troops at the front, the mil- 
itia departme 

rv ta—issun 2 owing 
how informatica may, best bey obtains 
ed, and describing the method em: 
ployed by the authorities in handling 
all information received... : 

To begin with, it-is stated that all 
inquiries. with regard to casuallies in 
the “Canadian forces ‘Should bead: 
dressed to. the director: of «records, 
militia headquarters, . Ottawa, -and 
not to the authorities overscas. All 
information with regard to | casual- 
ties is dispensed from* London, Eng, 
by cable as soon as it is recciveds 
and consequently the records ‘oflica 
here is possessed’ of it at the carlicst 
possible period, Sometimics, when 


.| casualties are heavy, it takes as long 


as two weeks to get details at the 
records:office in England, but as soon 
as these details are available they ara 
cabled to Ottawa. Information is 
then sent to the next of kin by tele. 
gram at the earliest possible time 
Sometimes unofficial information it 
received by. the next of kin by direct 
cable from the soldicr’s commanding 
efficer, but ofcourse the militia -de 
partment can issuc only information 
which has been confirmed. 

“The procedure in obtaining infor: 
mation inorder to reply to ‘inquirics 
regarding officers. and men whose 
names have appeared.on the casualty 
list is as follows: 

In cases of deaths, wounds or’scri: 
ous illness, first reports reach ‘the 
record office~by cable; in the.event 
of death occurring, or the. condition 
of the wounded or sick soldier be- 
coming worse, the report is received 
through the same channel. In all 
other cases further particulars, with’ 
the exception of replies-to inquiries 
from this office, reach the record 
office by mail. Z % 

On receipt of a telegram or Ictter 
asking for information, the casualty 
records. aré searched to ascertain if 
any later information than that al- 
ready in the possession of the ‘writer 
has been: received, If there-is any it 
is at once sent to the inquirer, If 
none‘has been received, an acknowl- 
cdgnient of the telegram or Ictter is 
sent, and the writer is notified that 
inquiry is being made as to the pres- 
ent conditiom and whereabouts of the 
soldier, and the reply when received 
will be communicated to him or her. 

All inquiries of this nature are 
then sent to the section known~ as 
the war service message section. 
‘Each day, according to the number 
received, one or more “packed” cab- 


nt,has: thought, it, advis-= 


les are sent to the officer in, charge « 


of records, London, asking the pres- 
ent condition and whercabouts  re- 
garding those concerning. whom in- 
quiries have been received. .. These 
cables are forwarded in code A 
record is kept of the soldiers inquir- 
ed about, the person who makes. the 
inquiry, also the date on which it is 
sent to England. 

On receipt of cach “War Service 
Message”. cable from England ‘steps 
are at once taken to decode same 
and to ‘communicate the information 
received with the least possible de- 
lay to all concerned. _A portion of 
the staff ‘works each Sunday, so_ as 
to expedite. the information 
communicated ‘to ‘those | concerned. 
The report is also entered on the 
casualty records of the officer 
man referred to.

UNITED STATES FIGHTING FOR SELF-PRESERVATION 


Lord Northcliffe Says Many People are Deluded by Pro-German 
Propagandists Into Supposing That This-is a Commercial War, 


Fallacy of Such Reasoning 


‘cliffe asks: “What -would have been 
the good of Britain going to war with 
Germany in order to secure markets? 
As soon as she had secured them, 
they would have been open to Ger- 
man as frecly as to British trade. 
fhe German vice-chancellor, Dr. 
Helffrich, has asserted that Great 
Britain’s object was. “the economic 
oppression of Germany.” How could 
Britain oppress any nation’ eco- 
nomically as long as she alloyed the 
traders of all nations to compete 
with her own traders upon equal 
terms?” 

| “The peoples of the British empire 
did not want war. They had’ nothing 
to gain from war. They were threat- 
ened. They were attacked. Whether 
Frussia had invaded Belgium or-not, 
Britain would have ‘been obliged to 
fight in self-defense.

Germans Have Evolved 
New Air Terror 


Gotha Bombing Machine Constitutes 
Real Menace 


The repeated ‘attacks on London 
from the air and. the increasing num- 
ber of planes and aerial craft with 
which these’attacks are made by. the 
enemy, are ‘causing discussion as to 
whether: the’ German designers are 
evolving a more. powerful type of 
air vessel than the British. Were the 
newest type of Gothas. used in. the 
flight over London and ‘the eastern 
counties recently, is’ the question 
which is being asked-on all’ sides? 

“When the Gothas assemble over 
London in organized formation,. be- 
yond reach of anti-air*guns, the pride 
of England will be lowered.” This is 
the prophecy of the Lokal Anzeiger, 
the semi-official newspaper in Ber- 
lin. The same paper once predicted, 
that “with carefully-planned ruthlcss- 
ness it should not be difficult for 
our U-boats to compel the — allied 
powers to listen to the sincerity_ of 
our desire for an’ honorable peace, 
one that would establish the German 
empire in safety from allied intrigues 
and from the naval possibilities ‘by 
England.” It may be that the latest 
hope of the enemy will be doomed, 


like the first, to bitter disappoint- 
ment, oo 
The characteristics of the new 


bombing biplane of the enemy, how- 
ever, are not to be ignored. . The 
Gotha bombing maclline is a biplane 
with a span of about 80 fect from tip 
to’tip of the wings, and has a Iength 
of 40 fect from nose to tail-tip; the 
height of the machine is about 1: 
feet. The body, or fuselage, is simt- 
lar to that of the ordinary tractor bi- 
plane, familiar to all, but instead of 
having an engine in the nose, — this 
compartment is occupied by a gun- 
ner-observer, who also operates tlic 
bomb-dropping controls. 

The forward gun commands an arc 
of rather more than a semi-circle 
horizontally and vertically, so that it 
can fire anywhere inside a sky area 
representing rather more than a 
hemisphere round the front of the 
machine, 

The bombs, twelve in nur 
carried under the pilot’s —compart- 
ment, which is between the upper 
and lower wings and imemdiately be- 
hind the forward gunner. ‘The° rea; 
son for carrying the bombs thus is 
that~since the bomb case is right un- 
der what is called the “centre . of 
lift” of the machine, the balance — is 
not affected whether the case is full 
or empty. Two extra bombs can be 
carricd under the forward gunner’s 
compartment if desired. ) - 

Well aft of the pilot, behind the 
wings, is a large cockpit for the 
after gunner, who has a gun on the 
top of the fusclage which covers the 
whole after hemisphere of sky and 
rather more, so that any hostile ma- 
chine attacking from above or from 
either side is subject. to the fire of 
both the forward and after guns. 

Besides the top. gun there is: a 
third gun on the floor of the :after- 
cockpit, .firi hind or. .dJowunavarg 
along a bottomless tunnel in ,.the 
fuselage—as described recently—and" 
the fuselage is so arranged “that ~ in 
the event of an attack froni the rear 
the forward gunner can. come aft, 
past the ‘pilot; and» so two guns can’ 
be brought to bear on the pursuer. 

Tt is this multiplication of guns 
and gunners which makes a forma- 
tion of Gothas so difficult to attack. 
Pursuing machines need roonr «in 
which to manoeuvre, and unless the 
pursuers carry two guns, cach firing 
forward, and at the same time each 
attack a separate Gotha, they are 
certain to be out-cunned. If one 
pursuer gets ahead of-his fellows he 
is the target for the concentrated fire 
of several machines, and unless the 
Gotha formation is broken up it is 
impossible for several pursuers to 
attack one Gotha at the same time 
and so brinwa suncriority of guns to 
hear, Despite this difficulty, how-. 
ever, British aviators have succeeded 
by sheer gallantry and disregard of 
personal danger in brineing down 
several of these formidable craft.

Position of Invaded Serbia Becomes 
‘More and More Serious 


_ The following appeal for help and 
justice for the starving Serbian peo- 
ple appears in“La Serbie,” a weekly 
paper published by Serbs in exile, 
and edited by Dr, Lazar Mirkovic, a 
professor of Belgrade university, 

The position of invaded Serbia be- 
comes more-.and’ more serious. 

The population -awaits. help, which’ 
at present reaches it in an absolute- 
ly insufficient measure, Fs 

The reasons invoked by: the allied 
governments against the sending of 
foodstuffs. to Serbia do not preclude 
and ought not to preclude the send- 
ing-of help ‘Which, while relieving 
the famished Serbian population, 
would: in no -way weaken the effects 
of the blockade. sy 

The Swiss committee for Serbian 
relicf provides a sufficient guarantee 
that thes foodstuffs and other indis- 
pensable articles will be distributed 
among the Serbian population and 
that this distribution will in no way 
replace rations accorded by the in- 
vaders.~As regards flour, in the first 
place there are in Serbia a great 
number of ‘people who cannot get 
bread to eat oftener than once a 
week, Then there are things that 
are totally lacking, for example, milk, 
which if sent to Serbia could save 
the ¢hildren who still remain alive 
from certain death. Clothing and 
shoes are-no longer to be had in 
Serbia, or are so costly that the pop- 
ulation is not in a position to obtain 
them. 

To supply all this to the Serbs 
iminish the effects 
of the blockade, bécause the persons 
who would benefit would not cede 
their rations to the invader, for, this 
simple reasow that they are recciving 
nothing from the invader, 

One sees, therefore, that military 
necessities and the exigencies of the 
most elementary humanity can. be 
reconciled, and with a little. more 
good-will one could arrive at satis- 
factory results. 

It is the duty of the Serbian rep- 
resentatives to explain to our Brit- 
ish and American allics that there is 
no question of any action in favor 
of the-enemy but of the saving of 
the Serbian population, which is 
menaced by death from starvation, 

We make appeal to the gencrosity 
so largely and so often displayed of 
the British, the French, .and the 
Americans, to rescue our . unhappy 
compatriots from an appalling’ situa- 
tion. One may say the same thing 
of the Serbs interned and prisoners 
of war, whose fate is most tragic.

This gallant officer was shortly after- 
yards killed by a sniper.

Edison Device Said 
‘To Have Saved Steamer 


His Invention Is Declared. to Have 
Cut Down Greatly the Danger 


From Submarines 


If America’has not solved the sub- 
marine problem it has cut down the 
danger from it to a tremendous ex- 
tent, it was declared here, through 
the torpedo deflecting device inyent- 
ed by Thomas A. Edison, This is 
said to have been tried out. effectively 
with torpedo boats, and .to have 
been installed on several liners. 

The most spectactlar test of the 
device so far, it is declared, resulted 
in saving a big American steamship 
which arrived in-an-Atlantic port re- 
cently, 

The passengers arriving on_ tlic 
ship, including some army officers 
who were not in the secret, said that 
the mechanism of the torpedo went 
wrong just before it should. have 
struck the vessel. The torpedo was 
described as having leaped into. the 
air and gone off ona tangent when 
it re-entercd the water, passing to 
the stern of the ship. 

This torpedo, it is confidently as- 
serted, was deflected by Mr. Edison’s 
device, which had been installed on 
that ship and a few others.

Terrible Slaughter of Armenjans 
Described by Returned 
; Educator 


The slaughter with axes of all the 
Armenian faculty. members of Ana- 
tolia College, Marsovan, Northern 
Asia Minor, together with 1,200 oth- 
ers by Turkish peasants, whose pay 
for the work was the privilege of 
stripping the clothing off their vic- 
tims’ bodies, was described by Rev. 
George E. White, president of ‘Nhe 
college, recently returned to this 
country, ‘The massacres were com- 
mitted at night by order of the Turk\ 
ish government, he said, the Armen- 
ians being seit out in lots of 100 and 
200 to their doom, and their bodies 
rolled into prepared burial trenches. 

“One group of our college boys 
asked permission to sing before they 
died, and sang ‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee’, Then they were © struck 
down,” Mr, White said. : 

#On the pretext of searching for 
deserting soldiers, concealed bombs, 
weapons, seditious literature or revo- 
lutionists, the Turkish officers 
rested about 1,200 Armenian men~ at 
Marsovan, accompanying their inves- 
tigations by horrible brutalities.

Lieut, O’Grady Tells of Conditions 
in German Prison Camps 


Lieut. O’Grady, taken prisoner by 
the Germans at Ypres, April 15,1915 
related a series of interesting ex- 
Periences at the Rotary club lunch- 
con at the Fort Garry hotel, says the 
Winnipeg Free Press. He’ spoke of 
his trip to prison camp with other 
Prisoners huddled together in. box 
cars;-of the curiosity of the German 
cfficers and civil population and. of 
the attitude of the German _ toward 
Canada’s part in the war. “Germans 
cannot understand the close relation- 
ship between Canada and Britain and 
express wonder that Canada’ should 
have participated,” he said. ‘Many 
of them think we fight because cf 
the money init, until told. of good- 
fraying positions sacrificed to join the 
colors, which increases their won- 
er. ‘ 
Licut. O’Grady said| that Germany 
has a wonderful food organization, 
The men on the front secure’ excel- 
lent. food. Those back of the line 
fare badly, while those in the rear 
are thankful for whatever they can 
get. German soldiers in this — class 
have “been arrested for, various. of- 
fences and food has bden found in 
their pockets. ; 
The Germans have no sense of 
humor, he declared. Incidents . that 
make British and Canadian soldiers 
laugh heartily, leave *-the Germang 
impassive, 

Living conditions of prisoners ‘are 
frequently repulsive. In one instance 
he was placed in’a small room with 
18 others. Space was so- limite? 
that the bunks had been built one 
above the other. Insults and. slurs 
were common, If a prisoner wanted 
a bath, it was necessary to stand out 
in the snow and have an orderly pour 
water over him, 

Victories in Germany were © de- 
clared-by continuous ringing of bells 
and, the display of flags. When 
Lord Kitchener was drowned, bells 
rang for two days. 

Lieut. O’Grady spoke ‘highly of 
parcels recciyed while a’prisoner and 
‘said it would be-impossible to get 
‘along without them. He praised the 
splendid treatment accorded them by 
the Swiss, and, upon hig exchange,: 
by the French. : 

While in Germany, Lieut, O’Grady 
was in Paderhorn, Stralsund, and 
passed through. Berlin under guard.

2s many Japanese ships as before. 

The: Japanese have been — steadily 
increasing their shipping~activity on 
the Pacific. Before the war the red 
dot flaz was ‘seldom’ seen outside the 
Pacific and Indian oceaifs, but now 
the Japaneseiare sending their ships 
into eyéry sea in search of trade. The 
“Maru boats” now regularly visit the 
ports on the east-coast of - South 
America as well as the wost coast 
ports. -. - 

Of all the maritime nations Japan 
has suffered the least from the sub- 


marine warfare, The war opened up {| 
‘new tradé opportunities 


for® Japan, 
and she was not slow in grasping 
them. Her: shipbuilding industry na- 
turally expanded with the extension 
of ,her-shipping ‘trades: One hundred 
and thirty-two Japanese ships, with 
a gross tonnage of 593,000, were 
built between August, 1914, and June, 
1916; at which date there were un- 
der construction thirty-five. vessels 
of 132,401 tons. On July. 1, 1916, Ja- 
pan had in the deep water and coast- 
ing trades 1,151 steamships, with a 
tonnage of. 1,856,877, and sailing ves- 
sels with a total measurement." of 
544,605 tons and took fifth place 
among the sea-trading countries of 
the world. Her merchant marine has 
increased fifty per cent. in the last 
six years. In 1910 the gross tonnage 
of the steamers whose names end 
picturesquely in “Maru” was 1,224,000 
and the tonnage of Japanese’ sailing 
ships was 300,796. 

Of the Japanese merchant ships 
launched. since “the war began, about 
forty. per cent. were built in Japan- 
ese shipyards, and during 1917 these 
yards will complete vessels amount- 
ing to 200,000 tons. 

Since the outbreak of the war the 
profits of the Japanese shipping com- 
panies have been very large. The 
Nippon Yusen akisha, the most im- 
portant-of these, made a profit of 
$15,000,000 during the first half year 
of 1916,
